This  new  coin  is  the  same  type,  but  with  the 
trident  symbol  instead  of  the  kantharos.  Therefore,  this  coin  is  the  third 
recorded  of  the  running  Nike  type  and  a unique  first  recorded  example  with  the 
trident  symbol.  These  coins  are  exceedingly  beautiful  with  a running  Nike  and 
beautiful,  flowing  drapery  around  her  legs  and  feet  which  results  in  a high- 
spirited  type,  nothing  like  the  rather  dull,  standing  Nike  found  on  most  distaters 
(see  lot  #9).

ANTIQUITIES 

CUNEIFORM  TABLETS 

The  following  lots  of  Mesopotamian  cuneiform  tablet  fragments  originate 
from  the  ancient  town  of  Umma  (modern  Tell  Djoha)  120  km.  south  east 
of  Baghdad.  The  tablets  date  to  the  Ur  III  empire  (21 12-2004  B.C.)  and 
belong  to  a small  archive  dealing  with  the  military.  The  military 
establishment  provided  Its  personnel  with  economic  support  in  the  form 
of  land  holdings.  Several  of  the  tablets  are  administrative  records  of 
land  distributed  to  personnel  either  for  agricultural  products  or  for 
pasture.  Most  commonly  enumerated  are  sustenance  fields  allocated  to 
Individuals  Including  captains,  lieutenants,  messengers  and  those  of 
lower  social  ranking  such  as  soldiers  and  drivers.  These  tablets  are 
fascinating  specimen  of  one  of  the  earliest  forms  of  writing  known  to 
man. 

Letter  sent  by  Utu-Mansumto  to  his  “mistress"  and  has  in  the  greeting  formula 
the  name  Papnigara,  which  could  indicate  that  it  originated  from  the  “Aubab"

CERAMICS 

Ban  Chang  Vases 

These  vases  stem  from  the  Ban  Chiang  culture  centered  at  Ban  Chiang 
in  the  Udon  Than!  region  of  northeast  Thailand.  Archaeological  evidence 
suggests  that  the  Ban  Chiang  were  origionally  a hunter-gather  people  516. 
who,  shortly  after  their  arrival,  settled  into  an  existence  centered  around 
agriculture.  The  sites  appear  to  have  mainly  been  burial  grounds, 
through  other  artifacts  Indicate  that  people  lived  and  worked  in  the 
vicinity.  The  vases  are  primarily  found  as  grave  goods  and  the  multiple 
layers  of  burials  indicate  that  the  cemeteries  were  continuously  used  for  517. 
over  5,000  years  until  the  culture  became  extinct  in  800  A.D.  The  earliest 
vases  are  unpainted,  instead  decorated  with  cord  marks  or  incised 
decoration.  Later  vases  were  painted  with  red  against  a buff  surface. 

The  most  common  forms  of  decoration  are  spirals,  geometric  patterns,  518. 


concentric  circles,  floral,  star  and  animal  motifs.  These  vases  are  ex

The 
beautifully  detailed  figures  wear  high  crested  helmets  and  carry  spears  and 
shields.  The  reverse  bears  a Dionysian  scene,  a suitable  subject  for  column- 
kraters  which  were  traditionally  used  for  mixing  wine  and  water.  The  central 
figure  is  a seated  Dionysus  holding  a large  challis.  On  either  side  are  satyrs 
and  maenads,  his  followers.  The  figures  are  esquisitly  rendered  in  fabulous 
detail.  A single  large  eye  appears  under  one  handle.  The  eye  with  its  long 
drop-like  extension  on  the  inner  corner,  which  differs  substantially  from  the 
stylized  versions  of  the  human  eye  that  appear  on  earlier  cups,  are  thought  to 
be  modeled  after  the  Egyptian  Eye-of-Horus.  This  was  a powerful  Egyptian 
amuletic  symbol,  and  one  that  would  have  been  familiar  to  the  Greeks.  The 
exact  significance  to  the  Greeks  is  unknown,  but  it  may  well  have  been 
apotropaic.  A similar  va^e,  also  attributed  to  the  Miikra  Karaburun  Group, 
belongs  to  the  Musea  Archeologico  and  was  found  in  the  cemetery  of  Valle 
Osura  (Marianopoli)  on  the  southern  slopes  of  the  Montagna  di  Balate, 
between  Caltanissetta  and  Marianoploi.  The  vase  bears  the  same  obverse 
scene  and  has  similar  eyes  under  the  handles.

However,  at  the  sight  of  Achilles,  Hector's 
reserve  failed,  and  he  ran  three  times  around  the  walls  before  he  was  felled  by 
Achilles’  spear.  The  triumphant  Achilles  tied  Hector's  body  to  his  chariot, 
dragging  it  back  to  the  Greek’s  camp.  Only  at  Zeus'  command  did  Achilles 
surrender  Hector's  body  to  Priam.  The  triumphant  Achilles  stands  on  his  two 
horse  chariot  holding  his  spear  and  shield.  Hector's  body  extends  down  the 
channel.  The  rim  is  decorated  with  alternating  galloping  horses  and  triangular 
trees.

CARTHAGINIAN  RED  WARE 

African  red  slip  wars,  one  of  the  most  important  classes  of  Lata 
Roman  pottery,  was  produced  by  various  North  African  workshops  from 
the  1st  century  A.D.  until  well  into  the  7th  century.  A subgroup  of 
African  red  slip  pottery,  Carthaginian  red  ware  was  the  leading  tine  ware 
In  most  parts  of  the  Mediterranean  world,  Including  Rome  Itself,  for 
several  centuries  and  seems  to  have  dictated  pottery  fashions 
throughout  the  area  for  much  of  this  time.  The  examples  here  date 
between  the  4th  and  5th  centuries  A.D. 

During  the  4th  century  A.D.  the  Roman  Empire  began  to  experience 
the  transition  from  paganism  to  Christianity  and  the  institution  of  the 
Holy  Roman  Church.  Paganism  was,  however,  so  deeply  rooted  in 
Roman  culture  that  It  died  slowly,  and  for  over  a century  the  two  belief 
systems  co-existed  as  socially  acceptable  religions.  This  overlap  of 
faiths  Is  reflected  In  the  art  of  the  period.  Christian  iconography  appears 
concurrently  with  pagan  symbols  on  fragments  such  as  these. 

Challis  with  molded  appliques;  3rd-4th  century  A.D.  The  challis  was  a 
common  Gaulish  shape,  but  extremely  rare  in  North  African  Red-Ware.  The 
piece  is  most  likely  a copy  of  a lst-2nd  century  A.D.  Arretine  ware  piece.  The 
predominant  decorative  motifs  center  around  the  amphitheater.  On  either  side 
of  the  challis  a gladiator  stands  in  full  uniform  with  heavy  shoulder  armor  on 
one  arm,  the  other  hand  raised  to  his  forehead.

In  326,  shortly  after  the  execution  of  her  stepson,  Crispus,  she  was 
executed  at  Rome  by  suffocation  in  an  overheated  bath  on  charges  of  adultery 
with  a palace  official.  The  remaining  three  bosses  are  of  big  cats,  possibly 
leopards.

FIBULAE  AND  BUCKLES 

When  the  Romans  expanded  the  boundaries  of  their  Empire  they 
adopted  many  elements  of  the  cultures  they  came  in  contact  with 
including  the  fibula,  or  brooch,  from  the  Etruscans  and  the  Celts.  In  this 
period  of  conquest  and  defence  the  military  was  a fundamental 
component  of  late  Roman  culture  and  military  insignia  such  as  fibulae 
and  belt  buckles  were  used  as  signs  of  rank.  In  provincial  regions 
animal  shapes  and  colored  fibulae  were  preferred  over  classical  forms. 
Bronze  Knee  Fibula;  Romano-British,  2nd  century  A.D.  Olive-green  patina. 
Knee  brooches  were  origionally  a Rhineland  type  which  arrived  in  Britain  in  the 
2nd  century  and  lasted  just  until  the  beginning  of  the  3rd.  These  short 
brooches  have  long  catch-plates  to  allow  for  the  folds  of  material.  The  bow 
tapers,  in  profile  it  extends  upwards  from  the  head,  then  turns  sharply 
downward,  with  a vertical  foot.  This  example  has  a fan  head  plate  with  a

A.D.  Although  Alexander  lived  hundreds  of  years  earlier,  he  enjoyed  a large 
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cult  following  until  late  in  the  Roman  Period.  He  was  reputedly  hailed  as  the 
son  of  Zeus  and,  as  such,  was  believed  to  have  been  raised  on  Mount 
Olympus.  “The  religion  of  Alexander  was  expressed  through  the  numerous 
heroic  images  that  the  Macedonian  soldiers  made  as  offerings  in  the 
sanctuaries  of  Alexander  until  Ptolemaic  era."  (Choix  De  Bronzes  Et  De  Terres 
Cuites  Des  Collections  De  Janze  Et  Oppermann.  By  Jean  Babelon)  In  this 
stunning  example  of  a cult  statuette,  Alexander  is  represented  as  Mars,  the 
god  of  war,  and  stands  in  full  military  garb  wearing  a tall  Corinthian  helmet. 
The  helmet,  which  is  associated  with  Mars,  has  a wonderfully  detailed  crest. 
His  out-stretched  hand,  which  in  most  examples  is  disproportionate  large  in 
comparison  to  the  rest  of  the  body,  is  in  this  case  perfectly  proportioned.  The 
hand  is  clutched  to  hold  a spear  which  no  longer  exists.  A comparable  statue 
was  found  in  Reims,  and  was  part  of  the  Greau  Collection.
